GOLD MARKS SIGNIFYING QUALITY 
OF CIRCULATION HAVE BEEN 
AWARDED THE GRAIN DEALERS 
JOURNAL BY THE AMERICAN 
NEWSPAPER DIRECTORY 


PREDICTED car famine has not ma- 
terialized, but no grain shipper will be 
safe in gloating over this fact until the 
corn crop has been moved. 


COMMODIOUS CORN cribs are very 
likely to be in greater demand this sea- 
son than for several years past, as the 
crop has begun to move before the old 
crop has left the farmer’s hands. 


MAGNETIC SEPARATORS are now 
being recommended for elevators running 
smutters and clippers. The removal of 
iron from the grain not only minimizes 
the wear and tear on the machines, but 
also reduces the fire hazard. 


THE MOISTURE content of corn will 
again be given a hearing before the Illi- 
nois Railroad and Warehouse Comission 
at Chicago next Thursday morning. While 
it is essential that machines and meth- 
ods of determining the percentage of 
moisture in corn should be uniform, so as 
to insure uniform tests, it is not possible 
seriously to consider doing away with the 
moisture test. Differences in the work 
of different men, different machines and 
difference in samples of corn drawn 
from the same car are more responsible 
for the feeling that the tests are unreli- 
able than any other factors entering into 
the making of moisture tests. 


SHIPPERS WHO have an earnest de- 
sire to get their grain shipments to mar- 
ket in prime condition will find sugges- 
tions of value in the instructions of Mr. 
Campbell published on page 575 this num- 
ber and in the suggestions being circulat- 
ed by the Weighing Department of the St. 
Louis Merchants Exchange which are re- 
flected on page 590. 


MANY DIFFERENT influences are 
being brot to bear with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to induce it to 
render an early decision on the proposed 
advances in freight rates filed months ago 
by greedy carriers who are eager to in- 
crease their dividends on watered stock. 
If the producers, shippers and consumers 
are alert, no advances will be made, as 
the smallest advance will result materially 
in the increased cost of living and prove 
a permanent check on trade. 


MATCHES AND gasoline can not 
often be safely admitted in the engine 
room at one and the same time. A Ne- 
braska elevator man, whose clothing 
caught on the shaft of his vasoline engine 
recently, came near burning to death as 
the result of the matches in his nocket 
becoming ignited and setting off a can of 
gasoline which burst and threw burning 
oil all over him. The old plan of nrim- 
ing the gasoline engine with a can of oil 
should be discarded and gasoline kent out 
of the engine room, excent the small sup- 
ply pumped into the engine cylinder. 


SELLING GRAIN “destination terms” 
is so indefinite that no shipper who is alert 
to his own business interests will think of 
entering into such a contract. “Destina- 
tion weights” or “unloaders count and 
grade” are too indefinite for toleration in 
a present day grain contract, If the buyer 
means that Indianapolis or Kansas City 
weights and grades shall govern, then he 
should say so, not hide his meaning with 
ambiguous terms which permit of differ- 
ent interpretation. The use of specific 
terms which have one definite meaning are 
sure to obviate many misunderstandings 
and reduce both friction and loss. 


GRAIN DEALERS whose elevators 
are burned as the result of a spark emit- 
ted by a passing locomotive will be de- 
lighted to hear that a Michigan firm, F. E. 
Close & Son of Byron, have been given a 
verdict against the Ann Arbor R. R. for 
£20,562 as damages for the recent burning 
of their plant. As a rule the railroad 
companies try to wear out the grain deal- 
ers by delay and prolonged litigation, but 
in this case the plaintiff seems to have ob- 
tained quick action. A spark arrester is 
now being placed on the market which 
should overcome entirely this fire hazard 
of the passing locomotive. Experienced 
engineers, who have given any thot to 
the subject seem to be convinced that the 
arrester will do everything claimed for it. 
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GRAIN BUYERS with Nomadic ten- 
dencies will be amazed to learn that one 
Illinois dealer has bot grain at his station 
for 49 years. He still does business at a 
living profit, enjoys it and has the confi- 
dence of his patrons us well as the re- 
ceivers who handle his shipments. He 
has never suffered a loss by reason of a 
hasty purchase or sale of elevator prop- 
erty and he has been in one town so long 
every one in the county knows the line of 
business he is engaged in. Many dealers 
each year sell a profitable business be- 
cause they permit discontent and dissatis- 
faction to overtake them. Had they de- 
voted their time to studying their business 
and their patrons and terminal markets, 
they would have had little time to think 
of the great opportunities advertised in 
the next state. The progressive pusher 
can generally succeed by close anplication 
in building up a profitable business almost 
anywhere. 


OKLAHOMA law makers, in thei: ef- 
fort to live up to their reputation last year, 
enacted a new law fixing the standard 
weights of corn meal at 36 lbs., 17% Ibs. 
and 8%4 lbs. each, gross. Inasmuch as 
the amount of each package dealt in is im- 
material so far as police regulations are 
concerned, the weight rests entirely with 
the seller and buyer. To forbid them the 
privilege of dealing in packages of weights 
to their own liking would deprive them 
of the right of private contract. So long 
as each package has the correct weight 
plainly stamped on the outside of each 
package, there is little opportunity for 
cheating buvers by means of short 
weights. The trade would much rrefer to 
deal in even weight packages and custom, 
which is established by parties directly at 
interest, should govern the size of the 
packages. Wiseacres who consider only 
the possibility of providing places for 
henchmen fail to perform any service of 
real value to the public. 


INTEREST on advances made to ship- 
pers can easily be justified in the case of 
commission merchants who act as_ the 
shipper’s agent and advance money on the 
bill of lading, but it is unreasonable that 
shippers should be charged interest beyond 
the day grain is unloaded in the terminal 
market and the weights obtained. Until 
the grain is unloaded, it is not possible to 
determine the exact amount of grain in 
car, hence commission merchant could not 
collect from buyer for the shipper until 
grain is unloaded. However, it is unrea- 
sonable to expect shipper to stand for in- 
terest on his draft until the car is sent a 
thousand miles to some interior point for 
unloading. Shippers can obviate the diff- 
culty sure to follow in the wake of sales 
for interior shipment by instructing their 
commission merchant to sell their grain 
only on condition that it will be unloaded 
in the terminal market and promptly 
settled for. 
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WHEAT WITH smutty ends can not be 
expected to grade well in any market, 
hence it behooves buyers who are in busi- 
ness for a living profit to avoid paying 
more than the stuff is worth as they will 
surely experience much difficulty in realiz- 
ing No. 2 price for smutty wheat in any 


market. 


EAST ST. LOUIS has been suffering 
from the depredations of an organized 
gang of grain thieves who have with 
hatchets and augers broken open cars 
and robbed them of their contents. The 
officials of the Merchants Exchange of 
St. Louis have taken up the matter in 
earnest and altho they may be unable 
to apprehend the thieves, they will pre- 
vent a repetition of the stealing, if possi- 
ble. 


REPORTS OF receipts and shipments 
at terminal markets are now somewhat 
confusing and misleading, because of the 
different practices prevailing in different 
markets, While it is to the advantage 
of the trade to have information regard- 
ing through shipments, it is to its dis- 
advantage to have such shipments includ- 
ed:' in statements of receipts and ship- 
ments. -The old time deception may sat- 
isfy the booming instinct of the com- 
pilers, but at the sacrifice of the true 
value of the receipts and shipments state- 
ments. 


FREE WHEAT is favored by many 
millers along the Canadian border, who 
desire more markets from which to select 
their supplies. It would seem that the 
milling in bond privileges should be sufh- 
cient to satisfy the export millers. Cheap- 
er raw material might result in cheaper 
flour and greater consumption of bread, 
but if wheat is to be placed on the free 
list or any reduction made in the duty, 
most of the grain dealers will favor simi- 
lar reduction in duties on other imported 
grains in order that they may have more 
to handle. 


INDEFINITE TERMS were given a 
body blow by the Grain Dealers National 
Ass’n at its annual meeting in this city 
recently, when it eliminated from _ its 
trade rules those relics of lax methods, 
‘Smmediate, quick and prompt,” and sub- 
stituted therefor a rule requiring that 
time of shipment or delivery be specified 
in calendar days with utter disregard for 
Sundays, holidays or work days. No trade 
can progress and still retain the old vague, 
elastic rules which permitted of so many 
different versions by an unprejudiced jury 
of intelligent men. If the trade rules of 
the grain associations and the grain ex- 
changes are to command the respect of 
the trade, they must be clothed in clear 
and exact language. While the new rules, 
no doubt, are far from perfect, still they 
are being improved and will be further 
improved when those vho discern their 
defects, make known vaiid objections. 


KANSAS HAS an Attorney General 
who is sorely in need of education as to 
the difference between a bucket-shop and 
a legitimate grain exchange firm who buys 
and sells grain for future delivery. If 
the Attorney General is to stop the farm- 
ers and grain dealers of his state selling 
grain for future delivery, some one may 
also enjoin his milk man from contract- 


to. deliver milk at his door during any 
time in the future. It looks as tho the 
Attorney General was simply forcing the 
legitimate firms to prove their transactions 
above suspicion. 


A KANSAS dealer whose convictions 
are published in our department devoted 
to “Letters” this number, takes issue with 
the Government Crop reporters on the 
corn produced in the Sunflower state this 
year. The government reports are so 
widely at variance with the state reports 
that it seems certain they must often be 
far from the truth. If the Dept. of 
Agriculture were permitted to divert the 
money it is now wasting in the purchase 
of seed for free distribution to a long 
suffering people, it could greatly improve 
its crop reports to the great advantage 
and profit of every citizen. Law makers 
would be deprived of the privilege of 
sending Government gratuities to their 
supporters, but we firmly believe they 
would stand much higher in the estima- 
tion of those supporters if they would stop 
the free distribution of trash. 


REWARD FOR PROMPT RELEASE 
OF CARS. 


A reward for the prompt release of 
cars by shippers has been proposed by 
the General Agent of the American Rail- 
wav Ass’n., who has charge of the car 
supply and movement. This is exactly 
what was aimed at by the champions of 
the loading fee all through the early vears 
of the Grain Dealers National Ass’n. Its 
active workers continued for years the 
agitation for the reward of the elevator 
man who, by reason of his modern fa- 
cilities, is able to load cars promptly and 
thereby increase the earning capacity of 
the car. Later, the railroad managers 
saw the wisdom of the contention and 
profited by granting an elevation allow- 
ance to terminal elevator men. 

The country elevator man, who loads a 
car in a few hours, is just as much en- 
titled to a reward as the terminal elevator 
man. The general agent of the railway 
association, who has devoted his entire 
attention to the movement of cars for 
several years past, claims that the addi- 
tion of a mile a day to the average car 
movement would be equal to the purchase 
of a million dollars worth of cars. Grain 
elevator men generally load cars same 
day they are placed on their track, unless 
carrier delays filling different orders for 
cars and delivers them all in a bunch. 

Nearly every carrier’ now charges de- 
murrage for the delay of its rolling stock 
and shippers have long contended that 
they also were entitled to compensation for 
the delay of their goods, either at initial 
point or in transit, and in this contention 
the courts have upheld the shippers. 
While every grain shipper naturally loads 
his grain as promptly as possible, because 
of his eagerness to get his grain to mar- 
ket, some cars would surely be released 
more promptly if shipper was rewarded 
directly for such release. If railroad em- 
ployes could be induced to co-operate, 
the average daily movement of each car 
would be further increased. 
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FEEDSTUFFS manufacturers will be 
glad to know that there is good prospect 
of many of the states joining hands in 
the adoption of a uniform, concentrated, 


commercial feedstuffs law. The different 
state officials have readily recognized the 
manufacturers’ difficulty in familiarizing 
himself with all the laws and the utter 1m- 
possibility of complying with all of them 
while doing a small business in each state 
at a living profit. The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Association of Feed Control of- 
ficials has drafted a new law which will 
be discussed and recommended at the 
meeting of the Association to be held in 
Washington, Nov. 14th. It seems some- 
what ridiculous that it should be deemed 
necessary to have a horde of chemists, in- 
spectors and department officials living on 
the feedstuffs trade, but it is so, hence 
producer and consumer must pay the bill. 
Some day the public may realize it is suff- 
cient to enact a law requiring manufactur- 
ers who put up food and feedstuffs in 
packages, to brand each package with the 
weight and name of contents. The pres- 
ent system is entirely too expensive for 
the good obtained. 


THE BURDENSOME SUPPLY. 


After several years during which con- 
sumption has been following too closely 
upon the heels of supply we are now ap- 
proaching a normal condition in which 
abundant stocks in all positions make for 
economy in distribution and the employ- 
ment of our grain handling and storage 
facilities at their maximum capacity. 

Indeed, the problem in many of our 
terminal markets will be to find room in 
elevators, many of the old wooden houses 
which have burned not having been re- 
placed, until terminal storage capacity 
actually is less than it was a few years 
ago. No one would think of erectine 
large terminal storage unless of fireproof 
construction, which is so much more cost- 
ly than the old cribbed elevators that in- 
dividual capitalists have been reluctant o 
provide the needed capacity. Hence a 
larger proportion than usual of our super- 
abundant crops will be turned back to the 
country elevator and the farm to be held 
until wanted. 

With a world’s available supply on Oct. 
1 of 205,000,000 bus. wheat, against 140,- 
000,000 bus. a year ago, a visible of 91,000,- 
000, against 62,000,0000 bus. on Oct. 1 last 
year, and a large-crop of oats of eood 
quality, it is not surprising that the ores- 
ent liberal carrying charges in those orains 
should develop. Already wheat for De- 
cember delivery is selling 64%c under Mav, 
and it is »redicted that when new corn 
makes its appearance in the markets thc 
near future will go to a correspondingly 
heavy discount under the deferred deliv- 
ery. 

French needs of wheat are well filled, 
the Southern states are growing more 
corn and less cotton, Russia is shipring 
most heavily and the coming wheat crops 
in Areentina, Australia and India are re- 
ported to be progressing very favorably. 
Under these conditions the burdensome 
sunply is forcing prices lower and yet 
lower by easy stages which the speculators 
are unable either to hasten or hinder. 

Wheat growers have been holding their 
crop, selling onlv under pressure of neces- 
sity or refusal of loans by the local bank- 
er or elevator operator. Having received 
over $1 in the past the prices now offered 
seem low and strange to the farmer. It 
will take time for the producer to becom 
accustomed to the new quotations, un- 
pleasant tho they seem. 
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SHIPPERS who desire to know their 
rights and duties under existing inter- 


state commerce laws can learn much of. 


value by perusing the able address of J. 
C. Lincoln, traffic manager of the Mer- 
chants Exchange of St. Louis, which is 
published in our report of the national 
convention in last number. It is a com- 
prehensive tho brief history of the 
persistent efforts made by Congress to 
prevent the annihilation of the small and 
the weak business by discriminating car- 
riers. Each advance has been strenuously 
opposed by the railroads, altho many 
of the reforms have proved as beneficial 
to the carriers as to the shipping public. 


SCREENINGS are reported .to- be 
unusually scatce in the Northwest.- All 
grains being received at country stations 
are in cleaner condition than for years 
and the average dockage on wheat in the 
terminal markets is less than half what it 
was last year. Hence, grain will grade 
better, command a higher price, and ship- 
pers will not be put to the burden of 
paying freight on foreign matter. While 
Jack Frost has been the principal cause 
of the disappearance of weed seeds from 
this year’s crops, it is hoped that farmers 
will be so impressed with the advantage 
of marketing clean grain that they will 
henceforth refrain from planting, dirty 
seed. Cleaning machines are now made 
which will take the foreign matter out of 
almost any seed grain, so there is no ex- 
cuse whatever in farmers continuing to 
plant weeds, as the weeds not only reduce 
the yield of grain, but reduce the ‘quality 
and the price received. 


THE RAILROADS affected by lake 
transportation have always striven to 
do everything in their power to discour- 
age shipments of grain by water. For 
many years they controlled the grain 
transfer facilities at Buffalo and New 
York and levied such extortionate 
‘charges for handling water-borne grain 
that shipments were frequently diverted 
to the all rail routes. As along the Mis- 
sissippi River, they have sought to con- 
trol terminal facilities and to levy dis- 
criminating charges which should work 
as a detriment to water transportation. 
The State of New York enacted laws and 
the Erie Canal Boatmen organized in an 
effort to secure relief, but still the rail- 
roads continued their interference. The 
latest discrimination which is complained 
of by the Chicago Board of Trade in a 
petition to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission points out that the railroads are 
seeking to charge more for grain from 
Buffalo to Eastern points which is taken 
to Buffalo by water than where the 
same grain is borne to Buffalo by the 
rail carriers. This discrimination natur- 
ally affects every western grain shipper 
and especially the western lake ports en- 
gaged in grain shipping business. 


Transit Rules Compromised. 


Great progress toward drafting a set of 
milling in transit rules that will be satis- 
factory to the millers was made at a joint 
meeting of millers and railroad officials 
held recently at Chicago. 


Both sides agreed on changes in the 
rules promulgated by the carriers, and the 
new draft of the rules will be submitted 
to each road in the Central Freight Ass’n 
for approval. 


The recording fee of 10c per car of 
grain was waived. 


Instead of being required to certify 
shrinkage on each freight bill the amount 
of invisible loss is to be determined at 
stated periods. As now proposed several 
of the rules formerly objectionable will 
read as follows: 


; Rule 6. The minimum milling or malt- 
ing-in-transit charge shall be Y%c per 100 
lbs., but not less than $3 per car, which 
shall be in addition to the thru rate and 
be applied on the inbound product, 

Rule 7. The period of time allowed’ for 
the milling or malting-in-transit privilege 
will be 12 months after receipt of the grain 
at the mill or malthouse, except that. in the 
case of an advance in rates the period of 
time allowed for the transit privilege will 
be reduced to 30 days on all grain leaying 
point of origin or rate-basing point during 
the 30 days’ period immediately preceding 
the effective date of tariff naming such'ad- | 
vanced rates. 

When such time limit has been exceeded, 
the local rate to and from the transit point 
will be charged.

‘Rule 15. Paragraph ‘‘C.” A. straight car- 
load of transit product milled or malted

KANSAS CORN CROP OVER- 

ESTIMATED. 


Grain Dealers Journal: In looking over 
the Government Report, I see that the 
corn crop of Kansas is estimated Oct. 
1 at 62%. There may be some parts of 
the state that are that good and some 
better but the three south tiers of coun- 
ties lack a good deal of anything like 25% 
and many counties will not average 10% 
of a crop of merchantable corn. 

In order for the state to average 62%, 
part of the. state was either thrown out 
or else some of the reporters were 
ashamed to tell the actual condition of 
the crop for fear that land buyers would 
steer clear of their localities. Sumner Co. 
will not average over 10% of a crop of 
corn and not over 5% or 6% of No. 3 
and 4; Cowley is not any better and the 
counties west are in the same boat. It 
looks like it were doing the state an in- 
justice to rate its crop so high. Corn is 
being shipped into this county now from 
Nebraska and the same is being done’ in 
Cowley County and counties east and 
west. 

This part of the state has had very lit- 
tle rain since the first week in August. 
The wheat that was sown on the early 
plowing came up nicely, but it has about 
all disappeared. The balance of the late 
seeding is in the dry dirt and will not 
come up until rains fall. From the pres- 
ent outlook not more than 50% of the 
ground seeded will make any crop. The 
acreage is fully 10% less than last year. 
There is no wheat to speak of left in the 
farmers’ hands.. There was less than 
6,000 bus. threshed in this territory. Oats 
made_a fair crop and 50% has left the 
farmers’ hands.—_J. J. Stevens, Dalton, 
Sumner Co., Kan.

“The agricultural bureaus, both 
State and Federal, did not think kindly 
of Miracle wheat and the experiences of 
growers did not encourage them to at- 
tempt its reproduction in large quantities. 


At the recent meeting of the Pennsyl- 
vania Millers Ass’n this famous wheat 
was presented as a sure means of making 
the Pennsylvania millers independent of 
the Western wheat fields, because, with 
such a marvelously. multiplying grain, 
enough wheat could easily be grown in 
Pennsylvania to support its population 
and keep its mills running. 

Mr. Harold Nesbit, of Milton, Pa., be- 
ing the latest promoter of this wonderful 
grain, writes that he received six grains 
from Mr., Stoner of Fincastle, Va., in 
July, 1908, and it has multiplied so rap- 
idly that he now has a few bushels of 
the-stuff for sale at-$10 per half bushel. 


It is very evident that the claims for 
this wheat cannot be sustained by careful 
experiments, Enthusiasts seem to feel 


‘that because it stools out and produces 


ten to twelve straws for 
planted that it should be a marvelous 
yielder. Mr. Stoner began his experi- 
ments with this wheat in 1904 so that if 
it had any real merit the agricultural de- 
partments of the country would have 
grabbed at it long before this. They 
have made experiments with the grain 
and are not recommending its use. The 
wild claim that it will produce from 50 
to 70 bushels to the acre is not sustained 
by experiment. Mr. Nesbit, in a recent 
letter, admits that his yield this year was 
only 21 bushels and 20 pounds to the 
acre,

merely a declaration that the roads will 
not do a certain thing and as such has no 


place in a rate tariff. These roads now 
state they will settle claims on their mer- 
its.

INDIANA LAW ON USE OF 


ANTESVINIE IR. 


Grain Dealers Journal: For the last 
two seasons millers and elevator men 
have had objections to the use of the 
small tester by farmers who claim it is 
against the law to use a tester of less 
than half bushel. Is it legal?P—V. R. M. 

Ans.: Referring to Burns Annotated 
Indiana Statutes, Revision of 1908, the 
law is found being covered 10523 to 10525, 
the same being covered also in section 
2610 of acts 1905. 


Acts 1897, p. 60. Im force Apr, 14, 1897. 

Sec. 10523 (8733a) Wheat, How Meas- 
ured.—That it shall be unlawful for any 
person, commission merchant, miller, deal- 
er, grain inspector, corporation, company, 
firm or association, either by himself, it- 
self, officer, agent or employe when pur- 
chasing wheat or receiving it in barter or 
exchange for flour or otherwise, from the 
owner, his agent or employe, to use for the 
purpose of testing or determining the 
weight, grade, milling or market value of 
wheat, any measure other than the stand- 
ard half bushel measure furnished this 
state by the United States; and the use of 
any fractional part. of said standard half 
bushel measure._for such purpose will be 
a violation of this section. 

Sec. 10524.—It shall be unlawful to use 
anything other than a straight stick with 
the edges square. The provisions of this 
act shall not apply to grain inspected by 
the carload under the regulations of any 
board of trade. 

See. 10525.—Any person violating this 
act shall be fined $10. to $100, and impris- 
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oned (at discretion of judge or jury) not 
more than § months in county jail.

Reports on the acreage, condition and 
yleld of grain and field seeds, as well as on 
the movement to country markets, are al- 
ways welcome. 


CANADA. 


Ottawa, Ont.—Fall wheat may be classed 
as a good crop, altho more shrunken grain 
is reported than in any of the last three 
years, attributed largely to dry weather 
when filling. The barley crop is good. Most 
of the reports on oats speak of well filled 
heads and plump grains. Acreage of fall 
wheat is estimated at 743,473, with a prob- 
able production of 19,705,837 bus.; spring 
wheat, 2,433,456 bus. on 129,319 acres; bar- 
ley, 18,214,183 bus. on 626,144 acres, and 
100,064,428 bus. of oats on 2,757,933 acres; 
compared with 15,967,653 bus. of fall wheat 
on 663,375 acres, 2,223,567 bus. of spring 
wheat on 135,161 acres, 18,776,777 bus. of 
barley on 695,262 acres and 90,235,579 bus. of 
oats on 2,695,585 acres last year. Bean 
acreage is reported as 49,778, compared with 
45,029 acres last year. Buckwheat and corn 
acreages are 194,913 for buckwheat and 320,- 
519 for corn for husking; compared with 
176,630 acres of buckwheat and 322,789 acres 
of corn last year, as reported by the Buro of 
Industries, Ont. Dept. of Agri. 


Ottawa, -Ont., Oct. 1.—In Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta there is a drop of 
about 20% in the quality of grains and 
roots, but the threshings indicate that the 
yield will be larger for wheat, oats and 
barley than was promised at the end of 
August. For the whole of Canada the con- 
dition of rye at the end of September was 
83.59, which is 10% better than two years 
ago and 2.39% better than last year. Peas 
and beans are nearly 8% lower in condi- 
tion than a year ago, but nearly 10% high- 
er than in 1908. Buckwheat is about the 
same as last year, and 12% better than in 
1908, while mixed grains are better by 5% 
than last year and 19.47% than two years 
ago. Corn for husking compared for the 
three years 1910, 1909 and 1908 shows per- 
centages of 85.12, 86.77 and 82, and corn 
for fodder of 89.82, 87.18 and 92% for the 
respective years. The condition of spring 
wheat is 81.59%; oats 83.84%; barley 
80.09% and flaxseed, 72.98%; compared with 
spring wheat 82.58%, oats 83.97%, barley 
81.22%, and flaxseed 86.97% at this date 
last year. The estimated yield of rye this 
year for Canada is 1,634,100 bus., of peas 
6,444,500, of beans 1,089,600, of buckwheat 
7,302,000, of mixed grains 20,103,000, of 
flaxseed 4,314,000 bushels and of corn for 
husking 17,682,000 bushels. The average 
bushels per acre of these crops is 19.43 
for rye, 16.69 for peas, 20.54 for beans, 26.98 
for buckwheat, 34.91 for mixed grains, 9.04 
for flaxseed and 53.82 bus. per acre for 
corn. Better averages for wheat, oats and 
barley are assured when the final returns 
are made in December than the reports 
gave at the end of August.—Archibald Blue, 
chief of Census & Statistics Office, Dept.

There will be 
considerable corn to ship, correspondents 
figures indicating 10.8% as compared with 
5.38% last year. The percentage of wheat in 
is 46.6%, compared with 50% one year ago. 
The condition of the soil for seeding is 87.6% 
and the probable acreage as compared with 
last year is estimated at 97.8%. Rain has 
delayed wheat sowing in some localities, 
while in others where the Hessian fly was 
bad last season farmers have preferred to 
seed ground later. Wheat that is up is 
starting off in fine shape.—T. C. Wilson, 
sec’y Missouri State Board of Agriculture.

While a majority of Boston’s grain 
dealers are brokers and distributors to 


the interior trade, the exporters handie 
volume of business, so that 
the port’s elevators are designed prima- 
rily to handle export grain. In the new 
plant of the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
which is now operated by the New York 
Centrai & Hudson River Railroad lessee, 
is found all the latest and best ideas in 
construction, arrangement and handling 
tacilities. 

THE BUILDING which is a steel up- 
house, is 73x269 feet, 185 ieet high. Its 
foundation of reinforced concrete, rests 
on 2,600 piles. The bin story contains 199 
hopper bottomed steel bins of patented 
construction, which rest on steel col- 
umis and girders. Each bin is equipped 
with Munn Patent Bin Valves attached 
to Universal Bin Castings which will fit a 
variety of slopes. All of the first story 
cclumns and all of the extra columns 
for cupola are encased in tile. The 
end walls of the elevator and the side 
up to the side toofs are covered 
with heavy prick walls, while the side 
walls of cupola are covered with tile. 
The roofs are of book tile covered with 
composition.

frames and wire glass supplied by the 
Sykes Steel Rooting Company, which al- 
so supplied the gutters and water spouts. 
Ali doors used throughout the plant are 
according to the Underwriters’ specifi- 
cations, even the outside team and track 
roller doors being of steel. All floors are 
of reinforced concrete. Along the street 
side of elevator extends a canopy.to pro- 
tect teams loading grain from the sack- 
ing platform for local trade. 


The first story is 26 feet high, the bin 
story is 72 feet high, distributing story, 
19 feet, 6 inches; conveyor story, 16 feet, 
10 inches; scales story, 17 feet; garner’s 


story, 17 feet; and top story, 15 fect 
high, 
Communication between the different 


stories is by either of two stairways. At 
the west end of plant is a brick stair 
tower, 16x20 feet extending to the top 
of cupola, which contains in addition to 
the stairway, a passenger elevator of 
2,000 pounds capacity, which is operated 
by electricity and controlled by push but- 
tons. At the opposite end of the ele- 
vator, affording communication between 
the distributing floor and the ground is a 
spiral stairway or fire escape enclosed by 
a corrugated galvanized iron casing. 

An office 14’x14’ is provided on the 
first floor adjacent to passenger elevator 
and switch board room for Superinten- 
dent A. F. Dow.

The Equipment. 

The elevator is equipped with 19 legs 
encased in steel. The 6 receiving legs, 
the 6 shipping legs and the 5 cleaning legs 
are equipped with 7x7x20-inch buckets, 
attached to 22-inch 6-ply rubber belting, 

‘supplied by the Gutta Percha and Rubber 
Manufacturing Co., who also supplied all 
the rest of the belting used in the plant. 
These legs are set in steel boot tanks 
and their, 84-inch heat! pulleys which are 
covered with rubber: run 28 revolutions 
per minute. The ,two drier legs are 
equipped with ?x@x12-inch buckets, at- 
tached to 14-inch 5-ply rubber belts and 
run over 60-inch hea ale 

On each side of the boots, of the six 
receiving legs is a receiving pit of car- 
‘load capacity, made of steel and covered 
‘with heavy iron gratings supporting a 
‘heavy wite screen with 1% inch mesh. 
The boots of all elevators are equipped 
‘with Webster Dust Proof Ring Oil Bear- 
ings. 

Six pairs of Clark Power Shovels are 
so placed between the tracks as to unload 
grain from either of the two tracks thru 
house. A heavy geared. car puller with 
four drums operates four % inch steel 
wire cables with heavy car _ puller 
hooks attached. A system of haul-back 
cables with grip, is also provided for 
drawing out the heavy car puller cables 
when desired. One loading spout with 
a drop of 90 feet is provided for emer- 
gency use. It has a telescope sleeve so 
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that bifurcated discharge can be raised 
or lowered as desired in loading cars of 
different sizes. 

As most of the grain handled through 
the elevator must have its identity pre- 
served, grain cleaning facilities are pro- 
vided greatly in excess of the actual 
needs of the plant so as to avoid delays. 
Ten Eureka Separators made by the S. 
Howes Company, are arranged in pairs 
beside the cleaner legs on the first floor. 
Five of these cleaners are of the latest 
type, largest size, Eureka Compound 
Shake, Counterbalanced Separators, 
equipped with two fans and two shoes, 
making two aspirations, one on the head 
as the grain leaves the feed hopper and 
passes to the scalping screen, and second 
as the clean grain leaves the machine. 
The five single receiving separators are 
the Eureka Compound Shake two-fan, 
two-shoe cleaners, making one aspiration 
on the head. All of these machines are 
the latest improved design and covered 
outside and inside with sheet steel. Dup- 
licate sets of screens are supplied with 
each machine for fine and coarse work. 


WEIGHING FACILITIES: Along 
the street side of the elevator in first 
story, full length of building is a sack- 
ing room, and from a trolley operating 
on track extending full length of this 
room, hangs two Fairbanks Automatic 
Scales, designed for sacking grain for 
local trade. In the scale story of cupola 
are 6 Fairbanks. Receiving Scales with 
2,000-bu. hoppers, 6 Fairbanks Shipping 
Scales and 5 Fairbanks Cleaner Scales 
with hoppers of 1,000 bus. capacity. All 
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hoppers are of steel with conical tops 
and bottoms and each scale is equipped 
with type recording beams. Above each 
of the scale hoppers is a square steel 
garner of 2,000 bushels capacity. A 
round vent pipe 15 inches in diameter, 
connects each scale hopper with the gar- 
ner above it so as to permit the dust 
laden air to pass from the scale hopper 
up to the garner as the grain drops from 
garner to hopper. 

DISTRIBUTING: A very convenient 
yet comprehensive system of spouting has 
been installed both in the elevator and 
in the shipping conveyor towers, to fa- 
cilitate the rapid handling of grain in all 
directions desired. Running full length 
of the conveyor floor is a 36-inch, 4-ply 
reversible belt conveyor and equipped 
with reversible tripper and 2 movable 
loaders. The distributing story of the 
elevator is equipped with 24 Munn Tel- 
escope Distributing Spouts, with _ ball- 
bearings and so constructed that each can 
be easily handled by one man. The tel- 
escoping is accomplished by means of 
anti-friction rollers running on tracks at- 
tached to either of the two sections of 
spout. These spouts are 16 inches wide, 
rectangular in cross section and have 
a range of an extreme radius of 18 feet. 
They may be closed up to a radius of 
2 feet, thus giving a wide range for dis- 
tribution of grain. The form of' this 
spout permits the grain to pass from 
scale hopper through spout .to bin _ be- 
low without its flow being retarded by 
change of direction, size or shape of 
stream. 
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Steel Frame Work First Story and Start of Bins of New B. & A. R. R. Elevator at Boston. 
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All clutch sheaves and _ pulleys are 
equipped with Webster Stee! Plate Fric- 
tion Clutches. All bearings are of the 
ring-oiling, dust proof type, mounted on 
hardwood liners, All elevating, convey- 
ing and power transmitting machinery 
was supplied by the Webster Mfg. Co. 

The entire plant is equipped with a 
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system of incandescent lights advantage- 
ously located. A push button  inter- 
communicating telephone system with 32 
stations affords easy communication be- 
tween all departments. A system of 
electric colored lamp signals operated by 
push buttons, connects first story with 
scale floor. A complete system of elec- 
tric signal bells has also been installed.

On the water side of the elevator is 
a row of 8 shipping bins raised so as to 
admit a shipping conveyor gallery over 
the tracks in the elevator. These bins 
have storage capacity for 9,000 and 10,000 
bushels each. From each end of this con-

From these two 
towers, galleries lead to other towers and 
io wharf galleries over the pier ware- 
houses. 


THE SHIPPING GALLERY in the 
elevator is equipped with one long .36- 
inch reversible and two short 36-inch 
belt conveyors running in opposite direc- 
tions. ‘The galleries to towers F and G 
each contain two 36-inch belt conveyors. 
The galiery leading from tower F 
to tower B contains two 36-inch belt con- 
veyors. The gallery from tower F to 
tower G contains 1 reversible 36-inch belt 
conveyor. The gallery from tower B 
to tower A and all the wharf galleries 
contain 86-inch belt conveyors. The six 
wharf galleries beside the slips are so 
arranged that three boats can be loaded 
at one time in any position, while if 
tavorably located, four may be loaded at 
one and the same time. 

By tmeans of special spouting and re- 
versible belts, grain may be diverted 
from towers F and G in four different 
directions, this being effected by a com- 
bination of spouting in connection with 
rotary distributing hoppers of: a special 
design, which simplifies the distribution 
of grain received from house belts to 
belts running in various directions. 

The floors of the wharf galleries are 
66 feet above floor of wharf. Each 
whari gallery belt is equipped with Web- 
ster Trippers which divert the grain to 
50 wharf loading spouts of novel design 
placed along the galleries at frequent in- 
tervals. 


The Dust Collecting System, 


No up-to-date grain man would today 
consider erecting a grain handling plant 
without contracting for its equipment 
with a complete modern dust collecting 
system. In no other way can the ele- 
vator be kept clean, in no other way 
can the danger of dust explosion be 
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sighted parsimony, a few elevators have 
heen puter es so as to carry away the 
dust from the cleaners, but the new Bos- 
ton & Albany Elevato: is equipned with 
a complete dust coljecting systers, perfect 
in every detail. ¢ 
A few years ago many large cleaning 
elevators collected their dust and spouted 
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it into the turnace, using it as fuel. The 
grewing demand fer mixed feedstuffs has 
put a stop to chis waste of good material 
in nearly every elevator. so that most 
of the elevator dust is now sacked and 
sold for much more than its value as 
‘fuel. 

The dust collecting system installed in 
the new elevator not oniy carries away 
the dust izom each of the 10 cleaning 
machines, buc also removes it from the 
garners ii the cupola and trom the ele- 
yater boots in the basement. Each floor, 
baserient and belt gallery is bountifully 
supplied wih sweepers, so that accumu- 
lated dust may be swept to the in-take 
of the system and drawn to a dust coi- 
lecto:. Fach cleaning machine is sup- 
plied with an improved Cyclone Dust 
Collectcr, hunz on the outside of the 
eievator, the fans cf the cleaning ma- 
chines being properly connected. 

THE FANS: Underneath the sacking 
floor in the first siory is a large double 
fan which takes the dust from the sweep- 
ers in the basement, first floor, sacking 
floor. and conveyors galleries, from the 
boots and from the eleven dust collectors 
and blows it to a large Cyclone Dust 
Collector located over the dust house. 

Another large double fan is located on 
the top floor of cupola and to it is con- 
nected the garners and the cupola sweep- 
er system, in-takes being provided at 
convenient points on each floor. These 


fans discharge into two Cyclone Dust 
Collectors which delivers the dust to the 
fan below which conveys the dust to the 
coliector over the dust house. This 
equipment 13s installed in what is known 
as slow speed, low power plan, larger air 
trunking being used and the blowers be- 
ing run at half the speed of the old style 
high sneed tvpe thvs effecting a consider- 
able econamy of power. All dust is first 
drawn inte exhaust fan from the vari- 
ous—points of the system through the 
main sucticn pipe and then blown through 
the discharged pipe to collector over the 
dust hosse. The main suction pipe is 
provided with an improved automatic 
grain trap which prevents any grain be- 
ing conveyed to dust bin. 

LAPS PUSteHOuUSE: From the 
Cyclone Dust Collector, over the dust 
house, the dust is dropped into dust bin 
which is equipped with a power agitator 
that prevents the clogging of the dust in 
outlet of dust tin and keeps a continual 
flow of material into the Eureka Dust 
Packer, by which it ig packed into bags. 
The dust collecting system was designed 
and instailed by the Cyclone Blow Pipe 
Company. Room is provided below to 
stcre sacks and packed dust. 


Power Equipment. 


The entire plant is electrically driven 
and enough motors used so that any 
pert-of the plant may he operated inde- 
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pendently of the other should it be found 
advantageous to do so. The 46' motors 
used are poly-phase induction type -3 


phase 60 cycle alternating current, cir- 
cuits 440 volts with starting ‘compen- 


sators, all made by the General Electric 
Company. : 

A motor of 100 h.p. operates the fan 
in the first story. One of similar capacity 
is used in towers A, Cand E. A 75 hp. 
motor is used in the drier house. One 75 
h.p. operates the cupola fan. Two of like 
capacity operate the shipping conveyors 
and conveyors to towers F and G. One 
is used in tower F and one in tower B. 

A motor of 55 h.p. is attached to each 
of the 17 receiving, shipping. and clean- 
ing legs. One motor of 50 h.p. is used in 
tower F and one in G. A 35-hbd. motor 
operates the driver legs, the shovel shaft 
and the car puller. 

Five 20-h.p. motors operate the Eureka 


Double Separators. One 20-h.p. motor 
operates the belt conveyor in cupola. 
Five 15-h.p. motors operate the Enreka 


Single Separators, one operates the pas- 
senger elevator and one the reversible 
shipping belt conveyor. One 5-h.p. motor 
is used to operate the Eureka Dust 
Packer. 

The electric current is supplied by the 
Boston-Edison Company, being received 
at the transformer station of the Boston 
& Albany R. R. and thence distributed to 
motors throughout the plant. 

For stopping the motors a system of 
automatic control of the motor switches 
is operated by push buttons located thru- 
out the elevator building and conveyor 
galleries, which may be used in case of 
emergency to stop all motors involved 
in sequences almost simultaneously. 

All motors except that operating pas- 
senger elevator are controlled from the 
switchboard in the switchboard room. 

All motors that drive slow running ma- 
chinery are geared to countershafts with 
rawhide pinions and cut spur gears; 
the transmission between countershafts 
and head shafts are by means of manilla 
transmission rope. Motors for fans, 
cleaning machines and dust packer are 
belted direct to machines by leather belts. 

SAFETY BRAKE: Experience has 
developed the fact that trouble is likely 
to occur in electrically driven elevator 
legs, due to breakage of transmission 
rope, breaking of wire or stoppage of 
electrical current through any cause 
which will result in delay and damage 
by the choking down of the leg. This 
has been overcome in this plant by the 
adoption of a new device, designed by 
the Witherspoon-Englar Company. It is 
a new feature and its success is naturally 
attracting considerable attention. This 
elevator head safety brake consists of 
a friction brake, which clasps the rim 
of the sheave on the head shaft actuated 
by hardened steel balls, running idle in 
the grooves of the sheaves, so long as 
it runs forward. The minute the sheave 
turns backward, the balls run upon wedge 
shaped pieces of steel and draw the 
brake shoe firmly against the inside face 
of the sheave, thus stopping the elevator 
and preventing its running backward, 
dumping its load and battering its buck- 
ets. 


The Grain Drying Plant. 


No grain handling equipment would be 
complete without a modern grain drier, 
and this B. & A. elevator, like each 
of the New York Central plants, 1s 
equipped with a Hess Drier of 1500 bus. 
per hour capacity. : 

It is constructed of fire proof material 
and encased in a brick building 47x28 feet 
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and 50 feet high. This structure is 
shown in photograph and tracing else- 
where in this number. On top of the 
drier house is a steel penthouse covered 
with tile. Grain is spouted to the drier 
from distributing floor of elevator 
through a sheet steel spout 16 inches 
in diameter and 82 feet long, which is 
supported at bin floor of elevator and at 


penthouse and has a middle support at a 
corner of the stair tower. 

The drier’s five miles of 1 inch steam 
pipe are intended to be kept filled with 
steam at 90 pounds pressure so that when 
in full operation a blast of 105,000 cubic 
feet of hot air and a suction of 105,000 
cubic feet of cold air would be driven 
through the grain simultaneously every 
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minute, Its six 8-foot fans require about 
60 h.p. This Hess Drier is made up of 
about 30,000 pieces of metal weighing in 
all over 300,000 pounds. Galvanized steel 
and cast iron of the most substantial 
construction were used throughout. It is 
so arranged that one man can operate 
the entire drying plant and still have 
leisure time to spare.

grain compartments contain no moving 
machinery. When the grain is in the 
dry compartment, it is subject to a blast 
of hot air ranging in temperature from 
140 to 160 degrees Fahrenheit. All par- 
ticles of grain are treated alike, heated 
air being applied to both sides of the 
grain columns. 


Every part of the drier and the grain 
contained in it is visible during the dry- 
ing operation and the operator has easy 
access to all the grain in the machine. 
Grain from the cooling chamber of the 
drier is dropped to a 24-inch belt con- 
veyor and carried to the dried grain leg 
in the elevator. Beneath each of the 
heads of the two drier legs is a 4000 bus. 
bin, one for wet and one for dried grain. 
The plant being so arranged as to facili- 
tate the operation of the drier when the 
rest of the elevator is idle. 


Fire Protection. 


The elevator is equipped with a com- 
plete system of fire service piping con- 
sisting of stand pipes with hose reels, 
Siamese, and hose connections with 28 
outlets placed at accessible points about 
the building. The main supply pipe is 9 
inches in diameter with a 6-inch branch 
leading into the basement and a 4-inch 
header running across the basement and 
connecting with two branches running 
lengthwise of the building. Branches of 
various sizes extend to yard hydrants, 
belt conveyors, galleries and each floor 
of the building, to stair tower and drier 
plant. All piping is on the dry pipe sys- 
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tem, and arranged to be drained with 1% 
inch pipe. 

All fittings, piping, joints, packing and 
valves are of approved design and of 
high grade material. Each hose valve 
is fitted with one 50-ft. section of hose, 
supplied with brass nozzle, screw tip and 
patented couplings. A swinging hose 
rack is provided for each length of hose 
and so hung as to facilitate its preser- 
vation and ready use. Water is supplied 
from an elevated reservoir or can be sup- 
plied direct from large pumps in pump 
and heating plant 400 yards distant. 

The elevator was designed and erected 
by the Witherspoon-Englar Co.

Decisions 


Sale of Good Will to Partner.—An agree- 
ment by an outgoing partner not to re- 
engage in business in or adjacent to the 
same town in support of a contract for the 
sale of his interest need not be in writing.— 
Wooten v. Harris. Supreme Court of North 
Carolina. 68 S. E. 898: 


Revocation of Arbitration.—The revoca- 
tion of a submission to arbitration .must 
be express, unless there is a revocation by 
implication of law, and, in case of an ex- 
press revocation, notice must be given to 
the arbitrators.—Williams v. Branning Mfe. 
Co. Supreme Court of North Carolina. 68 
S. E. 902. 


Corn Grown on Indian Allotment.—A 
lessee of an Indian allottee could not main- 
tain replevin to recover corn raised by a 
Sublessee and gathered by. him, or stand- 
ing matured and ungathered in the fields, 
where such sublessee remained in posses- 
sion of the allotment, though the sublease 
was void.—Wattenbarger v. Hall. Supreme 
Court of Oklahoma. 110 Pac. 911. 


Contracts for Future Delivery.—Where, 
at the time cotton was sold for future de- 
livery, it was the intention of the parties 
to actually deliver and receive the cotton, 
the fact that the purchaser, on being un- 
able to get the actual cotton, accepted a 
payment in cash, did not render the trans- 
action a gambling one.—Sprunt v. Hurst- 
Streator Co. U. S. Circuit Court, District 
of South Carolina. 180 Fed. 782. 


Future Delivery of Goods.—Altho a con- 
tract contained the provision that on the 
decline of the market price of goods be- 
fore delivery the seller may close out the 
contract and hold the buyer responsible for 
any loss, yet, if there was a bona fide in- 
tention of the parties that the goods should 
be actually delivered, the contract was 
valid under the statute making such bona 
fide intention of both parties at the time 
of making the contract the criterion.—W. 
S. Forbes & Co. v. W. M. & J. J. Pearson. 
Supreme Court of South Carolina. 68 S. 
KE. 964. 


Carrier’s Liability on B/L.—Where con- 
necting railroads, forming a through line, 
enter into an arrangement by which they 
employ an agent to solicit freight. and the 
agent issues a B/L before the initial car- 
rier receives the goods and with knowledge 
that the B/L is to accompany a draft on 
the consignee, and the consignee pays the 
draft, but the goods are never received 
either by the consignee or any of the rail- 
roads, the consignee can recover the 
amount of the draft from the terminal car- 
rier, since, apart from the question of part- 
nership, there is a joint liability on the part 
of all the companies on whose behalf the 
B/L was issued.—Dulaney & Wharton v. 
Philadelphia & R. Ry. Co. Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania. 77 Atl. 507. 


Notice of Danger.—A contractor, engaged 
in the construction of an elevator, for 
which defendant had furnished steel hop- 
pers, requested defendant to cut off cer- 
tain projecting parts. Defendants sent an 
assistant foreman to the _ contractor’s 
premises. The assistant foreman was re- 
quested to advise the contractor when he 
started on the work, because there was 
danger that something from above might 
fall down. The assistant foreman went to 
defendant’s premises, and came back to 
the contractor’s premises with a _ helper. 
The contractor was not advised when the 
work was commenced. A plank slipped 
from above and killed the helper. It is held 
that notice to the assistant foreman of the 
danger was notice to the master, and that 
defendant’s assistant foreman was a vice 
principal, and not a fellow servant.—Lin- 
gren v. Mr. Bros Boiler Mfg. Co., Supreme 
Court of Minnesota. 127 N. W. 626. 


Passing of Title to Carload Sold 
On ’Change. 


Whenever the buyer of a carload of 
grain sold on the floor of a grain ex- 
change fails to pay for the grain the 
seller finds himself confronted by the 
problem of regaining possession of the 
property after he has parted with the 
B/L, given a delivery order or accepted 
a worthless check, 

On the legal question then arising as 
to whether title is in the seller or buyer 
the courts have given varying interpre- 
tations based on the custom of different 
markets, and even in one market the de- 
cisions have been contradictory, as in 
the recent Cincinnati case of the B. & O. 
S. W. Ry. Co. v. Good & Co., where a 
jury in the court of common pleas 
tound against Good & Co., who appealed 
to the circuit court and got a judgment 
in cheir favor only to have it finally re- 
versed against them by the Supreme 
Court of Ohio on June 7, 1910. 


The facts are that the car of oats was 
shipped to Good & Co. at Cincinnati. They 
paid the draft and surrendered the B/L to 
the B. & O. Southwestern, and on the day 
sample was received from the Official in- 
spector sold the car on ’change at 30c a 
bushel to A. Bender, giving him the fol- 
lowing written delivery order: ‘‘Please de- 
liver to the order of .A. Bender or A. 
ues car 1427 oats consigned to us. Good 

On 

Bender sold the car the same day to 
Maguire & Co. at 29%c, turning over the 
delivery order and receiving a check for 
over $400. Next day Maguire sold the oats 
to Gale Bros. Co. at 30c, gave them the de- 
livery order and received their check for 
$250. The last purchaser surrendered the 
delivery order to the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Dayton R. R. Co. and ordered the car 
turned over to the B. & O. S. W. to be 
placed at their elevator, and the car was 
placed in the yards of the latter; but be- 
fore the car had been placed at the ele- 
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vator it was replevined by Good & Co. In 


court these facts were undisputed. 


Chief Justice Summers of the Ohio Su- 
preme Court, said: The sale was subject 
to the following rule of the organization 
governing purchases of grain: “Rule 7. Sec. 
1. All purchases of grain, unless otherwise 
agreed upon, are understood to be for c.ish 
and to he paid for on delivery.’’ 

A witness for plaintiffs testified that 
when he makes a sale he delivers to the 
purchaser the sample and a delivery order 

~urrier to deliver the car to the 
purchaser or order, and as it is being un- 
loaded it is weighed by the official weigher, 
who gives the seller a certificate of the 
weight, and the seller then makes: a bill to 
the buyer at the agreed price, which the 
buyer prys in cash upon its receipt. 

A witness for the defendants testifled » 
delivery of the order is considered a de- 
livery of the property, and that wnen the 
order is delivered it is customary for the 
buyer to pay 80 per cent of the price, ac- 
cording to the estimated weight of the car, 
and that the balance is paid upon receipt 
of a bill with the certificate of the official 
weigher attached. 


Delivery.—It is undisputed that settle- 
ment was to be based upon the certificate 
of the weigher, and the circuit court based 
its decision upon the assumption that as 
under the rule sales were cash on delivery, 
and as under the usage the weight was to 
be ascertained as the car was unloaded, 
delivery. could not be complete until the 
weight was certified. It is elementary in 
a sale of specific chattels that neither pay- 
ment nor delivery is essential to the pass- 
ing of title. The passing of the title may 
be conditional on payment; but generally 
in such sales the title passes; but deliv- 
ery and payment are immediate and con- 
current acts, and if delivery be made in 
expectation of immediate payment, and 
such payment is not made, the seller may 
reclaim the goods. When the goods must 


be counted, weighed, or measured in or- 


der to identify them, the property does not 
pass; but when they are_ specific, and 
these acts are to be done merely to ascer- 
tain the sum to be paid, the title may pass, 
altho the goods have not been delivered. 
Passing of the title depends upon the in- 
tention. If delivery has not been made. 
or if made in order that the price may be 
ascertained, the presumption is that the 
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property has not passed. If the sale is 
for cash, or cash on delivery, and delivery 
is made, the presumption is that it was 
made in expectation of immediate pay- 
ment, and that the delivery was condi- 
tional; and the same is true and the pre- 
sumption stronger when weighing is to be 
done by the buyer. 


Delivery of Warehouse Receipts.—In Wa- 
bash Elevator Co. v. First National Bank 
of Toledo, 23 Ohio St. 311, there was a 
sale on ‘‘change” between two commission 
men of 5,000 bus. of corn. The seller sent 
by a clerk warehouse receipts to the buy- 
ers in expectation of immediate payment. 
The buyers accepted the receipts and in- 
formed the -clerk that they would credit 
the seller with the price. The seller would 
not consent to this, and the buyers refused 
to return the receipts. The court held that 
a delivery with the expectation of receiv- 
ing immediate payment .is not absolute, 
but conditional until payment is made, and, 
when there is no waiver of payment, no 
title vests in the purchaser until the price 
is paid. 

Payment as a condition may be waived 
by the seller, and if it is the property vests 
in the buyer. All attending circumstances 
may show that the delivery was not condi- 
tional, even when weighing is necessary to 
ascertain the price, and that the intention 
was to transfer both the title and posses- 
sion and to trust the buyer to pay when 
the price is ascertained. In the present 
case no presumption of waiver would arise 
merely from the delivery of the car to the 
buyer, for by the rule of the Chamber of 
Commerce the sale was for cash on deliv- 
ery, and the sum to be paid could not be 
ascertained until the oats were weighed, 
which by the usage on ’change was to be 
done by the official weigher as the car was 
unloaded, so that delivery would not be 
complete until the oats were weighed. 


Delivery Order.—But if by the usage on 
*change the delivery of a delivery order was 
the delivery of the oats, and 80 per cent of 
the estimated price was then payable, and 
the balance when the weight was officially 
certified, then Good & Co. waived payment 
in cash on delivery when they gave the de- 
livery order without the cash payment, 
and the 80 per cent either was payable on 
demand or credit, for the whole price was 
extended to Bender until the weight was 
officially certified, and the title of an inno- 
cent subvendee from Bender would be good 
against Good & Co. And, independently of 
the usage last referred to, when it is con- 
sidered that the sale was made on ’change 
by one dealer to another dealer, and not to 
a consumer, and that a delivery order was 
given directing the delivery not merely to 
the buyer, but to him or to his order, the 
conclusion must be that Good & Co. as- 
sented to a sale and delivery of the oats 
by Bender, and that it was the intention 
of Good & Co. by the sale and the giving 
of the delivery order to transfer both the 
title and the unconditional possession of 
the property to Bender. 

The transaction, though fraudulent on 
the part of Bender, was not void, but only 
voidable. If the delivery without payment 
was merely a waiver of immediate pay- 
ment, or an extension of credit, it may be

that as between the vendor and the vendee 
the _vendor could have protected himself, 
for it is an implied condition in a sale of 
credit that the buyer shall keep his credit 
good. Diem v. Koblitz, 49 Ohio St. 41, 29 
N. HE. 1124, 34 Am: St. Rep. 531. Good & 
Co., as against Bender, might have re- 
pudiated the transaction; but they could not 
do so at the expense of an innocent sub- 
vendee. ‘‘When a vendee obtains posses- 
sion of a chattel with the intention by the 
vendor to transfer both the property and 
possession, although the vendee has com- 
mitted a false and fraudulent misrepre- 
sentation in order to effect the contract or 
obtain the possession, the property vests in 
the vendee until the vendor has done some 
act to disaffirm the transaction; and the 
legal consequence is that, if before the dis- 
affirmance the fraudulent vendee has trans- 
ferred either the whole or a partial interest 
in the chattel to an innocent transferee, 
the title of such transferee is good against 
the vendor.’’ Kingsford v. Merry, 1 H. & 
N.. 503; Pease v.-Gloahec, L. R. 1 P..C. 219. 

When the delivery order has been exe- 
cuted and the goods have been delivered to 
an innocent subvendee, or the bailee has 
attorned to him, it is too late to revoke the 
order. As to him there is nothing to re- 
voke; the delivery has been actually or 
constructively made, and the goods are no 
longer in the possession of the seller, but 
in the possession of the subvendee or in 
the possession of his agent.—92 N. HE. 435.

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Plan of a Good Corn Crib. 


In view of the record-breaking crop of 
corn this year and the stecks carried over 
last season the coming winter promises 
a return to the common practice of for- 
mer years by country elevator operators, 
local speculators and farmers of cribbing 
corn at the country station on an exten- 
sive scale. 

The terminal markets already have ad- 
justed themselves to the new situation by 
offering handsome premiums on corn held 
for delivery next May, so that country 
speculators who will contract for deferred 
delivery are assured of a liberal profit on 
the investment in the grain and the cribs. 

When building a crib the owner will be 
well repaid for giving the construction as 
careful study as he would devote to the 
more costly small grain elevators. A 
good plan saves labor and material. 

The corn crib which is illustrated in the 
engravings herewith has been well de- 
signed by McAlister & O’Connor to meet 
present day conditions in the corn belt. 
The sills are 6x6 ins., laid 6 ft. centers, 
each resting on three stones or concrete 
blocks, the tops of which should be about 
6 ins. above the ground. At right angles 
to these sills are laid 2x6 joist, 12 ins. 
centers. The studs for the end walls 
should rest on the sills, while those for 
the side walls should rest on two of the 
joists as shown. 

The siding is usually common 1x4 or 
1x6 boards, while the rcof is usually of 
1x12 grooved roof board, covered at the 
joints by %x2 in, battens. To give bet- 
ter protection against water coming in at 
the sides beveled boards should be used, 
and they give just as much ventilation 
for the corn. Each section of crib shown 
herewith will hold approximately 400 bus. 
of corn in the ear and requires 1,000 ft. 
of lumber. 


The first shipment of corn and flour 
ever received from the Argentine Repub- 
lic was landed in Jamaica recently and 
this is believed to be the beginning of 
strong competition with America.

The second annual meeting of the Ass'n 
of Feed Control Officials will be held at 
the Raleigh hotel, Washington, D. C.,, 
Noy. 14-16, the principal topic to be con- 
sidered being the proposed uniform feed- 
ingstuffs bill. J. D. Turner, of Lexing- 
iton, Ky., is sec’y of the Ass'n, 

In making public a list of names of 
dealers prosecuted for selling feeds mis- 
branded or adulterated, N. B. Critchfield, 
secy of agriculture at Harrisburg, Pa., 
Oct. 6, stated that “One reason that the 
department long operated without making 
public the names of such defendants is 
that in many cases the dealers are inno- 
cent of intentional wrong, the real culprit 
being the manufacturer, who is usually lo- 
cated outside the state. The local dealer 
takes the word of the manufacturer that 
the material is all right and goes ahead 
and sells it. The department has found 
by experience, however, that publicity 
tends to make the local dealers more 
watchful of the brand he handles. Some 
undesirable brands have been practically 
eliminated from the Pennsylvania mar- 
kets by the local dealers finding that they 
‘cannot sell them without violating the 
law.” Most of the feeds sold by the deal- 
‘ers contrary to law were the product of 
six of the best known manufacturers. Oat 
hulls, weed seeds and crude fiber were 
the principal adulterants. 

_ The case of an Jowa grain dealer who 
ran afoul of the Iowa commercial feeding- 
stuffs law, is related by Geo. A. Wells, 
sec’y of the Western Grain Dealers’ 
Ass'n in his monthly circular. The dealer 
purchased a carload of feed from a Min- 
neapolis mill, some of which was con- 
tained in 200-pound and some in 140- 
pound bags. The shipper did not attach 


the inspection or license tags to the bags, 
but tags for 100-pound bags were includ- 
The dealer not being 


ed in the shipment. 


technically informed of the Iowa law 
changed the marked weight on the tags to 
conform to the size of the bags received 
by marking 200 and 140 pounds on the 
100-pound tags and was arrested by the 
state dairy and food commissioner for 
changing the printed weight figures on the 
tag; for selling feed without license, hav- 
ing used a 100-pound tag on a 140-pound 
and also 200-pound bags, the tags used 
not-fully covering the contents of the 
bags. The dairy and focd commissioner 
insists that altho the dealer in this case 
perhaps did not intend to defraud the 
state by using the tags to avoid paying 
the full amount of license money, that he 
cannot allow such a practice to become 
general and that the best way to educate 
the people is to enforce the law. The 
fine is $100 or less at the discretion of the 
court. 


New Elevator at Doniphan, Neb. 


Southern Nebraska has many substan- 
tial grain elevators, but none more up- 
to-date than the new house of the Doni- 
phan Elevator Co., at Doniphan, a town 
about 15 miles north of Hastings and a 
few miles from the state’s big river 
Platte. 

The building is of studded construc- 
tion, ironclad and the boot pits and dump 
are of concrete. Its storage capacity is 
15,000 bus. The engraving herewith 
shows the building, the conveniently at- 
tached office and engine room, and the 
low driveway. 

The equipment of up-to-date machinery 
includes a Success Manlift, Fairbanks 
Hopper and Wagon Scales, Birchard Dis- 
tributing Spout, grain cleaner and 10 
h.p. gasoline engine. The plant was erec- 
ted by GH. Birchard. 

The company operating the house has 
been in business for one year, the pres- 
ent officers being Alvin Johnson, pres.; 
W. E. Martin, vice-pres.; C. J. Humph- 
rey, sec’y, and J. E. Hitt mgr. Its ship- 
ments are made over the St. Joseph & 
Grand Island Railroad. 


4 New Plant of Doniphan Elevator Co., at Doniphan, Neb. i 
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Instructions to Grain Shippers. 


D. D. Campbell, Dominion Government 
Grain Shippers representative at Winni- 
peg, has issued instructions to those 
shipping grain which contains informa- 
tion of value to all shippers. From his 
letter we take the following: 

When ordering cars state the size of 
car required. 

If possible clean your grain well before 
shipping, by doing so the feed saved 
will in many cases more than pay cost of 
cleaning. 

Sweep the car well, both floor and 
sides, especially if it has carried coal re- 


cently, 


Examine car carefully for defects, and 
secure same against leakage. 

In loading flax, it is a good plan to 
cover floor and sides of car with build- 
ing paper (not tar paper). 

If the grain door does not fit closely, 
do not drive nails through the door, as 
that interferes with the opening at the 
terminals. Instead drive a two anda 
half inch nail into the door post, press 
the door into place, and bend the nail 
against it. This will hold it secure, and 
will not interfere with the opening of 
the door as nails driven through it would. 

If possible weigh your grain before 
loading, and keep accurate record of the 
weight of same. 

Be particular to level the grain accu- 
rately in the car, and keep a record of 


how it compares with the load line 
marked in the car. 
Wherever it is possible, shippers 


should draw the agent’s attention to the 
height of the grain and the fact that it 
is leveled. 

It is also a good precaution to keep a 
record of the depth in inches of the 
grain loaded into the car if it has been 
leveled properly. In case of leakage or 
damage in transit, this is invaluable evi- 
dence in ‘establishing your claim for 
shortage. - 

Do not load cars above amount al- 
lowed, as it endangers life and property, 
and weakens your chance to collect for 
shortage in weight, in case of damage in 
transit. 

If you have to partition your car, be 
careful to keep the partition clear of the 
grain doors, as they must be opened to 
unload the grain. 

If you bill the car to your own order 
and advice, be sure to give your postof- 
fice address on the bill of lading, other- 


‘wise the outturns and papers will go 


back to the Station Agent, who may be 
many miles from you, or if you have 
decided on a commission firm to handle 
the car for you, note on the bill of lad- 
ing, advise this firm, then they will get 
all the documents and be in a position 
to look after your interests. 

You can send the bill of lading to the 
commission firm, giving them instructions 
how you wish the car handled, or you 
can. place it with your banker to be 
handed to the firm on receipt of a cer- 
tain amount as an advance, and when 
the sale is completed, you should re- 
ceive a statement showing the whole 
transaction and closing it up. 

If you have billed the car to your own 
order, before sending the bill of lading 
to your banker or commission firm, you 
should endorse it as follows: 

Deliver to order (insert the name of 
your bank or commission firm). Then 
sign your name distinctly.

It shall have charge of all matters 
relating to transportation, shall endeavor 
to procure and maintain all those rights 
and'advantages.to which the port of Bal- 
timore is legitimately and naturally en-. 
titled, collect and preserve information 


in regard to freight rates and terminal 
charges, investigate detention of ship- 
ments in transit or delay in deliveries, and 
endeavor to obtain from transportation 
and eltr.companies due consideration for 
the individual rights of members. It shall 
consider all complaints against transpor- 
tation or eltr. companies when properly 
brot before it, and when it deems the 
complaint just and sufficient cause for 
action, it shall, with the advice and con- 
sent of the board of directors, employ 
counsel and bring to trial. any case or 
cases which may be regarded as of suf- 
ficient interest and value. It shall report 
annually thru its chairman to the direc- 
tors, and submit a detailed report of the 
traffic manager on the workings of the 
bureau, and shall recommend such 
changes and extensions of its work as 
may appear advisable from time to time. 
All the expenses of the traffic bureau 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
executivé committee, by whom they shall 
be audited, and no contract shall be en- 
tered into or obligation assumed, be-

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Local Agents. 
BY UNCLE PEDRO. 


Management of grain concerns has a 
great deal to do with their progress and 
success, especially so has the general 
management, but the local management, 
such as the agents for line companies 
is equally important. 


Hundreds of independent dealers, and 
managers of line concerns, meet in con- 
ventions here and there, discuss the many 
problems and “have their pictures taken.” 
I admit that such conventions are all 
right. Agents would not want to be in 
those pictures, because we haven’t good 
enough clothes, and consequently might 
mar the beauty of the picture. We are 
just as good looking as they are, and 
the most of us have good “cheek.” 
While the big fellows are having those 
revivals, and love feasts, ought not the 
agents to have an opportunity to make 
friends with others in the business? 


Hundreds of agents thru the country 
have never seen a car unloaded by the 
power process; they have never seen cars 
inspected and “plunged” or tests made 
by experts. They do not know how ex- 
changes are conducted. They are kept 
in a state of ignorance, being supposed 
to buy “their share’ of the grain from 
instructions. If a car misgrades, they 
probably get a “jacking up” and hardly 
know the whys or wherefores of it. But 
if a car goes “awful good” they never 
hear a word of appreciation. 


Some agents have the crudest forms 
of keeping accounts and, [I have seen 
offices that would puzzle a fellow to 
know how in “Sam Hill’ one could tell 
whether you were inside or out, as the 
dirt was. about an equal stand off with 
the soil out side; books and accounts 
were likewise. The agent probably had 
been hired by some traveling auditor, 
who gets around once in-2 or 3 months, 
the head management had never seen 
the agent and the agent had never seen 
the head. Iron clad rules are laid down 
many times which if adhered to would 
put a fellow out of business. 


I remember a young fellow who once 
ran a line house in a little town, and as 
a competitor he had an _ independent 
buyer who was a fine man, and very ac- 
commodating, Farmers would sometimes 
want to buy a little grain, a few bushels 
of oats until they threshed, or some 
wheat for seed, or for chickens, the 
amount of course would be small, this 
individual would accommodate them, but 
the line company had an ironclad rule, 
that agents should not sell or loan any 
grain. Farmers would come to the line 
house, and upon being refused a little 
accommodation, would pass by that 
place. This was cutting quite a. figure 
in the business. The young agent wrote 
his people about. it, and got a short re- 
ply, that he must understand the rule 
was to not sell any grain, as there was 
no profit made in little drib retail bus- 
iness. 


ness, which was hardly half any. way. 
He simply sold a farmer what he had 
to in order to keep in. with the. trade, 
took the money and never made any re- 
port of it. If he sold 4 bus. of wheat for 
$3.20 he simply kept the money until 


some one. brot in a load of wheat, then. 


if the load weighed 51 bus. he, issued: a 


check covering 47 bus, and paid the $3.20. 


over in cash. That way the amount of 
wheat. was kept straight. Sometimes if 
wheat was higher, he had to put up a 
few cents and if wheat was lower he was

break the rules or lose a lot of the busi-. 


a little ahead so it made about an even 
stand off. 

I knew another case of where an agent 
wanted a pinch-bar as there was an old 
railroad bar there that would not move 
a wheel-barrow and he wrote in asking 
for a pinch-bar, explaining the condi- 
tion of the railroad bar. He got a short 
answer back, that it was the duty of the 
railroad company to furnish a bar. This 
agent put-up with it a little while and 
then resolved to have a bar, so he sold 
out $5.25 worth of grain little by little 
and kept the money in a bunch and sent 
for a new bar and 2 extra triangle grips. 
Of course it made the shrinkage that 
much more, but he had a good bar after 
that, and the home office didn’t know 
anything about it either. 

The life of agents could be made a 
great deal more successful if they were 
in closer touch with the head offices. If 
all the agents were called in during some 
slack time of each year, and got fully 
acquainted with the head managers, and 
the managers with the agents, have a 2 
days’ convention, to see how grain is 
handled at the other end, discuss the 
problems that confront the agents, and 
Pll go you a $2 dog you would all be 
surprised at the benefits. 

I heard the secretary of a grain com- 
pany say once that he figured that it 
cost them $1,500 to make a new agent. 
I presume it is nearly right, but I am 
sure that amount could be cut down a 
whole lot by mutual co-operation. When 
a company can get its agents to have a 
personal interest in its business, and the 
agents feel as tho the, company has 
a personal interest in them, then they get 
along so much better. 

Another thing that bothers agents and 
also managers, is this everlasting fear 
of being dismissed; and then on the other 


hand the company which has some good. 


old men, does not want to lose them. 
Why could not a company make this 
offer: “We will give you $60 a month 
as a salary and if you stay right with 
us for a year, we will give you $70. 

Managers all know it isn’t the agents 
that get the most bushels that are the 
best buyers, not by a jug-ful. On the 
other hand it isn’t the fellow who makes 
the big profit on a few men that is the 
best, he might soon ruin the business at 
that station. It is the fellow that gets 
the business “rights” in the full measure 
of the term.

Clover seed is an international game. 
Toledo leads the world but cannot en- 
tirely dictate the price. When prices are 
low, our country exports; when high, we 
import. Supply and demand of the world 
must always ‘be considered. Quality and 
speculative conditions are also important 
factors. Exceptional weather in Septem- 
ber has made the crop larger than was 
expected. Local bulls are the principal 
longs, Largest October long is of the 
stubborn variety, willing to wait a year 
for results. He demands delivery and 
will get the actual stuff. This has a ten- 
dency to keep our market congested. De- 
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cember shortage is a fair one, but the 
longs are more scattered. Trade is not 
large and market is sensitive. Speculative 
demand will continue to make the price 
in the near future. Imports.and receipts 
will have some effect—C. A. King & Co. 


R. L. Stephens, Markdale, Ont., a seed 
dealer, was charged with a number of 
violations of the Seed Control Act. He 
pleaded guilty and paid fines together 
with costs of court. On Mar. 17 a seed 
inspector found him offering a sample of 
alsike containing 1,208 noxious weed 
seeds per ounce, together with some other 
samples that were offered in violation of 
the Act. On Apr. 4 another inspector 
visited Mr, Stephens and found the same 
alsike still being offered. It had been re- 
cleaned, but the proportion of weed seeds 
had not been reduced. During September 
182 samples of weeds were received at the 
Ottawa seed laboratory for germination 
or purity test. Of these only nine came 
from farmers. Of the 15 samples of red 
clover seed tested for purity, 6 graded 
No. 1, 7 were second quality and 2 pro- 
hibited. Of the 58 samples of alsike 
tested, 3 graded No. 1, 40 were second 
quality, and 15 prohibited. Of the 6 sam- 
ples of timothy tested, 4 graded No. 1 and 
2 were second quality—Geo. H. Clark, 
Seed Commissioner of Canada. 


Clover seed was very erratic this week. 
Liquidation caused prices to decline 
sharply, the incentive being prospects of 
more seed than early expected, and a very 
sick grain market. Reaction came when 
shorts took fright. They found little for 
sale until price reached about $9. Mar- 
ket now will be influenced by the whims 
of bulls and bears. Prices seem to be on 
debatable ground. Some think we have 
had an over-production of everything in 
this country which will have its influence, 
even though seed may be below the aver- 
age both as to quality and quantity. Bulls 
claim seed will be used no matter what 
the price. It is a necessity and the only 
natural fertilizer. They claim this coun- 
try is becoming educated more each year 
to use the best grades possible, being 
cheaper in the end.- Good seed will be 
scarce this year, especially the medium. 
Receipts of medium so far show the poor- 
est quality in years, and shippers must not 
buy it close to prime. Rejected and N. 
E. G. will probably sell at the biggest dis- 
counts in years. Another feature, dealers 


cannot hedge this kind safely and must 
buy it cheap.—J, F. Zahm & Co. 


Corn Crop witho ut Fertilization. : 
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Fertilizers Double the Crop. 


The value of rotation of crops and 
fertilizing of the soil has been recog- 
nized for many years, but for some rea- 
son it is not practiced to the full extent 
that it should be. Years ago the farmer 
commenced the practice of rotating the 
crops of corn and clover on his fields, 
plowing the corn under to strengthen the 
soil. This plan proved very satisfactory, 
but in later years has been very much 
improved upon by the scientific study of 
our soils. 

A marked example of the fine results 
of scientific farming is noted in the fol- 
lowing test at the Illinois Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Three uniform 
fields, A, B and C, each produced an 
average of 63 bus. per acre for 3 years. 
They were then sown for three years in 
oats, clover and cowpeas, in rotation, 
after which each field was divided into 
three parts. No treatment was applied 
to A, limestone was applied to B and 
both limestone and phosphorus were ap- 
plied to C. 

A regular three-year rotation was also 
begun; one-third of each field being in 
corn, one-third in clover and one-third 
in oats. As an average for the three 
years field A produced per acre 67 bus., 
field B, 69 bus. and field C, 74 bus. This 
process was continued and the average 
yield per acre for the next six years in 
field A was 63 bus.; in field B, 67 bus., 
and in field C, 87 bus. We see that the 
yields of fields A and B have decreased 
while that of C has increased. The con- 
clusion is that the combination of lime- 
stone and phosphorus is what the soil 
needed. 

The engraving herewith in which the 
dense growth of corn will almost hide 
a man is the 1909 crop at the Illinois sta- 
tion, where clover and crop residues were 
plowed under and limestone and phos- 
phorus applied, resulting in a yield of 79 
bus, per acre. Contrast this luxuriant 
crop with the 1909 corn shown in the 
second engraving, where all crops were 
removed and no treatment applied, the 
yield of corn being only 35 bus. per 
acre. 

The fundamental cause of the low 
production is in the soil, which may be 
kept in a healthful state by adding about 
one-half ton per acre of ground lime- 
stone once every four or five years, and 
rotating corn, oats and clover, or corn, 


wheat and clover; or wheat, corn, oats 
and clover (for grain raising) and 
corn, oats and clover (for live stock 
farming). In grain farming only grain 
or seed should be removed from the 
farm; all clover, straw and stalks should 
be returned to the field from which they 
were taken in order to maintain the cor- 
rect proportion of organic matter and 
nitrogen which are as important as lime- 
stone and phosphorus, 


Enormous Yield Claimed for 
Egyptian Wheat. 


BY W. D, HORNADAY. 

The wonderful results in growing 
Egyptian wheat on the Texas side of the 
lower valley of the Rio Grande would 
almost challenge belief but for the ample 
corroborative facts and testimony easily 
available. 

Prof. F. M. Mally, agricultural expert 
of the Texas department of agriculture, 
who made a thoro personal investigation 
of this grain in different sections of the 
Rio Grande valley, says: 

“T made my inspection of the fields of 
Egyptian wheat in the vicinity of Mer- 
cedes, Donna, Lyford and Kingsville just 
at the beginning of the first harvesting 
season in May of this year. I am confi- 
dent that some of the fields that I in- 
spected ran fully one hundred bushels per 
acre. The fact that the heads are fed 
to the live stock without threshing makes 
it impossible to give the actual yield. I 
see no reason why the second crop of the 
grain should not yield as much per acre 
as the first if it is given proper cultiva- 
tion. As it takes only about three months 
to grow each crop it ought to be possible 
to Se three crops a year upon the same 
land.” 

Professor Mally did not care to make 
any estimate on the possibilities of the 
third crop from the same stubble in a 
single year, but it is claimed by men who 
are growing the grain that the third crop 
should give a yield of not less than 80 
bus, per acre. This would make a total 
vield of 280 bus. per acre upon the same 
land and from a single planting in nine 
months. 

This is the first year that the growing 
of Egyptian wheat has been attempted in 
the lower Rio Grande valley. The seed 
was planted in March and the first cutting 
was done the latter part of May. A new 


A Fertilized Corn Crop 


at Illinois Experiment Station. 
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and luxuriant growth immediately sprang 
from the stubble and the second harvest- 
ing began the latter part of August. It 
is expected that the third crop from the 
same stubble will be ready for the harvest 
by the latter part of November. 

The remarkable yield of grain that is 
obtained is attributed by Professor Mally 
to the ideal climatic conditions that exist 
and the fact that the proper methods of 
irrigating and cultivating the crop are 
used by the growers in the Rio Grande 
valley. 

In addition to the grain crop, the 
slender stalks and foliage of this wheat 
ranks superior to Kafhr corn, sorghum 
and milo maize for forage, Professor 
Mally says, “Each cutting produces two 
to three tons of forage, or a total of six 
to nine tons per acre each year. I walked 
through fields of Egyptian wheat the 
stalks of which grow to a height of eight 
to ten feet. Its growth under irrigation 
is simply wonderful. The heads are from 
twelve to eighteen inches long and are 
literally loaded down with the plump, 
light-colored grains.” 

The success of the first year’s Egyp- 
tian wheat crop in the Rio Grande valley 
has attracted so much favorable attention 
that there will be an enormous increase 
of acreage of the grain next year in that 
section. The cost of growing a crop is 
comparatively small. It is considered 
practically certain that the stubble will 
live through the mild winter in the valley 
and that it would probably produce an 
abundant yield without replanting during 
the second year, Professor Mally says: 
“The new growth from the old stubble 
will doubtless provide an excellent winter 
pasturage for hogs and other live stock. 
This grain is essentially a dry land 
crop, altho much greater results in the 
matter of yield are obtained in the valley 
of the Rio Grande where it is grown by 
irrigation. It is a crop that ought to be 
grown extensively all over Texas. Where 
grown by dry land farming methods it 
produces one crop of 50 to 60 bus. per 
acre. It will grow anywhere that Kaffir 
corn or milo maize are raised. Its suc- 
cessful production is not limited to irri- 
gation districts. It will make more for- 
age per acre than any other forage crop 
and will stand more drouth than either 
Kaffir corn or milo maize for the reason 
that its roots go down deeper into the 
soil.” 


“California” Wheat Exposed. 


The United States Department of. Ag- 
riculture has examined the “California” 
wheat. for which an Oklahoma man is 
making wonderful claims and exacting a 
price of 50 cents per pound from credu- 
lous wheat growers who would try. the 
seed, and reports it to be nothing but 
the seed of shallu, a variety of sorgum. 

Claims of 200 to 400 bus. per acre for 
this sorgum are declared by the govern- 
ment officials preposterous, as the best 
grain sorgums yield 50 bus. and average 
35 to. 40 :bus.. to the acre. Other ex- 
travagant. claims made for the “Cali- 
fornia” wheat are drouth resistance, feed- 
ing value of the grain, and tonnage and 
feeding value of the fodder.

A General Purpose Grain 
Separator. 


The double grain separator which is 
shown in the engraving herewith is de- 
signed to handle rough grain in elevators 
as well as for mills. It comprises a large 
sieve to remove the trash, a second sieve 
receiving grain from an intermediate feed 
box, automatic gates and sieve cleaning 
brushes, 

The grain enters first upon the large 
sieve having an end-shake, this motion in 
line with the travel of the grain keeping 
the trash moving and causing it to tai} 
over; this sieve, being well covered with 
the material, flows the impurities, oats 
and coarse grains to the second sieve, the 
trash tailing over being discharged sep- 
arately. 

The feed box on top of the second sieve 
spreads the grain and delivers it to the 
double side-shake sieves thru openings on 
each side controlled by the automatic 
eates. The first or upper edge of these 
sieves is perforated with fine holes to re- 
move the weed seeds and sand, which are 
shaken to the bottom of the mass while 
being spread in the feed box and are 
brot next to the sieves and under the 
mass of the grain as it passes out of the 
gates, greatly contributing to the efficiency 
of the sieve. Both the seed sieve and the 
grain sieve being on the same plane are 
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kept perfectly clean by the same set of 
sieve cleaners. ‘ 

The sieve-cleaning device is of im- 
proved design, cleaning every inch of the 
sieve several times a minute. The brushes 
are under the sieve, and thus lift the 
trash out of the holes instead of assisting 
it to pass thru with the grain. Sagging 
of the perforated metal is prevented and 
the sieve kept always level by the support 
afforded by the brushes which are only 8 
inches. apart for the entire width of the 
sieve, 


A Barnard & Leas Double Separator. 


Air’ separations used are those found by 
the makers to give the best practical re- 
sults. Improvements have greatly ~in- 
creased the capacity of the machine in 
proportion to sieve area, and as there is 
very little tendency to tail over fine sieves 
can be used and still retain good capacity. 
Each sieve is under the eye of the oper- 
ator, and can be removed easily and quick- 
ly, without disturbing any other part of 
the machine, simplicity and accessibility 
characterizing this machine. . 

An example of the studied effort by the 
designer to give the user a machine that 
will remain in adjustment and run a long 
time without repairs, is shown in the bear- 
ings illustrated in the engravings here- 
with. These are the latest’ style of chain 
oiling bearings, dust-proof, with large oil 
wells and fitted with brass grease cups. 
Their great length gives long wear; and-

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the oil grooves distribute the lubricant 
over the entire surface and return the 
surplus oil to the well»so that the outside 
of the bearing is always clean and free 
from oil. The flexible chain ring carries 
the oil up evenly and constantly over the 
shaft. 

All the eccentric boxes are made self- 
oiling by means of a wick which extends 
the full length of the bearing from the 
oil well on the bottom of the bearing to 
the lower side of the shaft thru an open- 
ing between-the two inside parts of the 
bearing. The inner boxes adjust them- 
selves as to be perfectly in line in every 
direction, and as they press equally on the 
shaft, never heat when properly oiled. 
The front one of the inner boxes is ad- 
justable. by means of a set screw in the 
outer box. Information as to the dimen- 
sions and capacities of the different sizes

All phases of the subject are covered by 
the eminent jurists, statesmen and mer- 
chants whose recent writings have been 
compiled in this 300-page book, together 
with statements before the Scott Anti-Op- 
tion Committee and extracts from the 
special committee appointed by Governor 
Hughes of New York, the facts set out in 
detail thoroly demonstrating the necessi- 
ty of marketing grain thru exchanges as 
at present conducted in order to reduce 
the middleman’s profit to the minimum.

Exports of Hay. 


Hay amounting to 33,360 tons was ex- 
ported during the eight months prior to 
Sept. 1, compared with 41,763 tons ex- 
ported during the corresponding period 
of last year. 


Canadian hay in transit to foreign 


countries was received: and shipped dur-— 


ing the first eight months of the year at 
these five ports on the Atlantic seaboard, 
Baltimore, Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia and Portland, Me., amounting to 
24,181 tons, as reported by O. P. Austin, 
chief of the Buro of Statistics. 


Greater Wheat Crops in 
America. 


Alarmists predict that we shall be im- 
porting wheat into the United States 
within 40 years, but Prof. M. A. Carle- 
ton analyzes the situation as follows: 
Production can be increased in two ways 
—(1) by an increase in the number of 
acres_in cultivation and (2) by an in- 
crease in the ‘yield per acre. 

The number of acres in cultivation may 
be increased by (1) increasing the per- 
centage of wheat acreage, (2) by expan- 
sion of the improved area of old farms 
and (3) by reclaiming swamp lands. The 
total land area of the United States is 
1,900,947,200 acres of which, in 1900, 44.1 
per cent, or 838,317,700 acres, was in 
farms. The improved farm area _ has 
been only about one-half of the total 
farm area, but, at the present rate of ex- 
pansion, in 1950 it will be 40 percent of 
the total land area, or 760,000,000 acres. 

The percentage of farm area in wheat 
in 1870 was 4.5%; 1880, 6%; 1890, 6%; 
1900, 5%; and in 1910, 48%. At this 
rate the possible wheat area, on the basis 
of the 1950 farm area, is 1,330,000,000 
acres. The above shows the enormous 
possible wheat acreage in 1950. But let us 
be more conservative in our methods and 
consider that the present farm area will 
not increase in the least. The increase 
of wheat acreage in the same farm area 
in 1909 was 4.5% and in 1910 was 4.8%; 
at this rate it should be 6% in 1950. The 
total wheat area in 1910 was 50,500,000 
acres; in 1950 it would be 80,000,000 acres. 

Current opinion holds that the yield of 
wheat per acre is decreasing; but the 
fact is that the yield per acre is in- 
creasing. The increase per acre during 
the past 40 years was 18 bus, This in- 
crease has been due to the introduction 
of new varieties of seed and to better 
methods of cultivation, which have only 
a fair beginning. It is difficult to esti- 
mate the probable yield for 1950, but at 
the rate of the past 40 years it should be 
20 bus. per acre. At this rate the total 
yield for 1950 would be 1,600,000,000 bus. 

The consumption of wheat per capita 
in this country, including seed and wheat 
flour (at 4% bus, per barrel), was 5.02 
bus. in 1870; 5.52 bus., 1880; 5.49 bus., 
1890; 5.11 bus., 1900; 6.39 bus., 1906 ; 
6.34 bus., 1908; and a little more than 6 
bus. for 1910. This shows an increase 
per capita of about 1 bu. since 1870. We 
may suppose an equal increase in the con- 
sumption for the next forty years which 
would be 7 bus. in 1950. ; 

At the rate of 7 bus. per capita, a 
population of 160,000,000 will require 
1,120,000,000 bus. of wheat. This amount 
taken from the conservative estimate of 
1,600,000,000 bus., estimated above for 
1950, leaving a surplus of 480,000,000 bus. 
Suppose that the population in 1950 reach 
the high estimate of 200,000,000, the con- 
sumption at 7 bus. per. capita would be 
1,400,000,000 bus., leaving a surplus of 
200,000,000 bus. And if the consumption 
reached 8 bus, per capita, which is quite 
improbable, the supply would just equal 
the demand. 

Hence, taking the most conservative 
estimates, this country will at least not 
be importing wheat for some time. And 
considering the great possibilities of the 
more scientific methods of farming, we 
may be exporting more wheat in 1950 
than we are today.

The combination 
with a car and its doorway, of jamb plates 
connected to the inner side of the car at 
opposite sides of the doorway, the jamb 
plates being formed with slots and provid- 
ed with flanges on opposite sides of the 
slots, attaching strips mounted for a verti- 
ca] movement in said channels, upper and 
lower door sections hingedly connected to 
swing in opposite directions away from 
the door-way and spring latches mounted 
behind the jamb-plates and adapted to en- 
gage the lower end of the door sections 
and to hold them open in an elevated posi- 
tion. 


Sack-Holder. No. 972,870. (See cut.) 
Emelia F. Kandlbinder, Shreveport, La. A 
sack-holder constructed of a single piece 
of spring wire twisted upon itself inter- 
mediate of its ends to form an attaching 
shank, the wire being then separated and 
coiled in opposite directions to form a com- 
plete intermediate convolution, upper and 
lower one-half convolutions constituting an 
eye, the wire being then extended from 
the one-half convolutions to form out- 
standing arms which diverge outwardly 
from the coiled portions, each of said arms 
being formed with an inner crimp and an 
outer crimp,;—these -erimps extending out- 
wardly and upwardly in planes oblique to 
the planes of the convolutions, the outer- 
most crimps terminating in outwardly de- 
fiected extremities. 


Grain Door. No. 973,060. (See cut.) 
Elisha E. A. Martin, Union City, Tenn., 
assignor of one-half to H. A. Beck, Union 
City, Tenn. A car having a door opening, 
door posts, a sliding door movable hori- 
zontally and vertically across one of the 
posts, the other post having a guide chan- 
nel for the reception of the outer end of 
the door, the door having a lug projecting 
thru it near its lower inner corner; a lin- 
ing, a strip spaced from the door post 
across which the door moves so that it 
operates between the post and strip, the 
strip having a vertical recess on its inner 
edge opposed to one end of and extending 
above the lining, the upper end of the re- 
cess opening laterally above the lining and 
forming shoulder, the lug of the door oper- 
ating in the recess and coacting with the 
opposing strip and lining to hold the door 
in a closed position when lowered and 
bearing upon the upper edge of the lining 
and supporting the inner end of the door 
when the latter is in elevated open position 
and means to support the outer end of the 
door when the latter is in such position.

__ Objections to the reduction of free time 
in New England from 96 to 48 hours 
were heard recently at Boston by Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioners Prouty 
and Lane. 


_ Six express companies have obtained an 
injunetion of court restraining the IlIli- 
nois Railroad & Warehouse Commission 
from ‘enforcing its new schedule of rates 
making Swééping reductions. 

European and American bankers have 
agreed to continue handling Bs/L as in 
the past until Dec. 31, when it is thought 
a proposed surety company can be or- 
ganized to guarantee the validity of Bs/L. 


Milling in transit rules agreed upon by 
carriers and grain shippers at Louisville 
have not been promulgated by the roads, 
which are said to contemplate including 
in their tariffs other trades in which com- 
modities are rehandled in transit. 


~ A small circle with a short line extend- 
ing from the top has been adopted by the 
transcontinental lines to indicate rates in- 
creased by tariffs. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission some time ago ordered 
that all increases be shown by a sign of 
some sort, ~ 


Vessel rates on wheat from Duluth to 
Buffalo are the lowest of the season, at 
1 cent per bu, At Chicago the rates are 
low and boats find it necessary to load 
for several different shippers to make up 
the cargo. For winter storage at Buffalo 
the rate is 2 cents per bu. 

Compensation to shippers who load and 
unload freight cars promptly was advu- 
cated at a recent meeting of the Chicago 
Traffic Club by Arthur Hale, chairman of 
the railway relations committee of the 
American Railway Ass’n, as promising a 
great increase in the efficiency of rolling 
stock. 

Strict compliance by carriers with the 
long and short haul clause of the law will 
be required by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, which. on Oct. 14 gave an 
order permitting carriers to file applica- 
tions for thru rates less than the sum of 
locals. In its order the Commission re- 
affirms its previously expressed view that 
a thru rate or fare that is higher than the 
combination of the intermediate rates or 
fares is prima facie unreasonable [Rule 
56 (b) Tariff Circular 17-A] and will in- 
sist upon the application of that principle 
at the earliest possible date in every. in- 
stance except possible extreme and very 
unusual cases. 


On oats to Boston the lake and rail 
rate is 17.48c; against 17%c all rail from 
Chicago, Of the all rail rate the propor- 
tion east of Buffalo 845c out of 17%c. 
On the lake and rail rate the proportion 
for the haul west of Buffalo is 13.44c, 
showing a discrimination against lake 
boats of 5 cents, depriving shippers of the 
facilities and the farmers of the added 
price naturally theirs by reason of the 
Chicago-Buffalo water route. 


Shippers may urge the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to hasten its rate de- 
cisions without effect, but when the print- 
ers’ union petitions the Commission to de- 
cide speedily pending rate cases in order 
that the labor unions may receive the 
$15,000 per day spent by the railroads in 
printing new tariffs the matter becomes 
serious, This recent incident calls atten- 
tion to one burden of useless expense 
borne by shippers indirectly that could 
be retrenched if rates were stable and 
tariffs simplified. 


In attacking the rate system under 
which the transportation of grain from 
Buffalo to Boston costs 5 cents per 100 
lbs. more if the grain reaches Buffalo by 
boat than if it arrives by rail the Chicago 
Board of Trade strikes at the root of a 
principle on which are based some of the 
most unwarranted discriminations against 
markets and routes. To the eastern roads 
it is a self evident proposition that by 
raising the rate on lake grain for the rail 
haul that completes the transportation 
shippers can be driven to make shipments 
all rail and thereby increase the volume of 
rail traffic and profits of the carriers. 
When a car of grain is tendered for 
transportation at Buffalo on the tracks of 
the carrier it should not concern the car- 
rier whether the grain arrived at Buffalo 
by boat, rail, aeroplane of balloon. 


Geo. T. Bell, commissioner of the traf- 
fic buro of the Sioux City Commercial 
Club, testified very fully before Examiner 
A. B. Mackley regarding the rate dis- 
crimination against Sioux City .at the 
hearing there Oct. 12. The hearing was 
adjourned to Oct. 24 at Chicago. Mr. 
Bell testified that in his opinion Sioux 
City is strategically located on the rail- 
road map to make a primary grain mar- 
ket on an equality with Minneapolis, 
Omaha and Kansas City. The object of 
the present and alleged detrimental tran- 
sit rates, he said, is to confine grain ship- 
ments from the point of origin to destina- 
tion on one road. This method was 
adopted by the roads to eliminate compe- 
tition in a measure. Local rates into 
Sioux City he declared were excessive 
and unreasonable. 


The greatest shortage of hay known in 
the Northwest is reported from Seattle, 
caused by bad weather during the haying 
season in Montana, Idaho and Oregon. 
Only in the southwestern part-of Wash- 
ington is there a normal crop and the 
price is soaring. The crop of timothy and 
wheat hay in Washington and Montana 
is estimated at 45,000 to 60,000 tons. Pa- 
cific coast cities are paying $18 per ton 
for timothy hay. The government’s pur- 
chase of immense quantities for ship- 
ment in Alaska and the Philippines has 
depleted supplies held over from last 
year, Prices of timothy and clover hay 
must advance enormously. Stock own- 
ers on the Pacific coast expect to pay $30 
per ton for the cheapest forage during 
the. coming winter... A. good.supply of 
wheat hay is being cut and stacked in 
Washington.

Precautions for Shippers. 


The following precautions have been 
recommended to shippers by Supervisor 


John Dower of the department of 
weights, of the Merchants Dachouge of 
St, Louis, Mo. 


The loss of grain from cars while in 
transit is an absolute waste. It benefits 
no one and as a matter of economy, if 
for no other reason, it should be pre- 
vented or at least reduced to a minimum. 

A correct scale is essentially the most 
important factor in a shipper’s financial 
success. Why? Because it enables him 
to. substantiate a claim for short weight. 

The shipper should not think his scale 
is correct but should know it, as it is just 
as liable to be against him as in his 
favor, 

Should a car arrive in a leaky condi- 
tion lack of good weights is a decided 
handicap in collecting a claim. 

The condition of a car in which grain 
is shipped is co-important with the con- 
dition of the scale. Why? Because a 
sound and well coopered car will reduce 
leakage to a minimum thereby obviating 
the necessity of making a claim. 

A sound, well coopered car is an ab- 
solute necessity where a shipper cannot 
show good weights. Why? Because 
should the car arrive in good condition 
he can rest assured that with Merchants’ 
Exchange supervision of weights his in- 
terests will be protected. 

The following causes are responsible 
for practically all leakage in transit: 

1. Old and unsound equipment which 
cannot be sufficiently coopered to stand 
the strain of a heavy load. 

2. Rough handling of cars while en- 
route. 

3. Careless coopering by shippers. 

It is important that shippers should 
carefully examine cars from the inside 
before loading. Bear in mind that the 
part of least resistance is first to bulge 
or burst; therefore double your grain 
doors; it is better to have them _ too 
strong than too weak. 

Never load a car having weak or 
broken door posts, end posts or side 
framing, as the lateral pressure in a car 
of grain is very great and no amount of 
cheese cloth lining will effectually pre- 
vent leakage should the posts or frame- 
work burst out. 

The worst leaks and the most difficult 
to stop are those usually found over the 
trucks and around the king bolt and 
draft timbers. 

Make it a rule always to cover draft 
timbers especially in old cars where bolt 
heads are countersunk in the floor, 

Be as careful in your examination be- 
fore loading of new and newly repaired 
cars as you are with all others. 

Do not load dilapidated cars nor cars 

with leaky ‘roofs. :

Spliced doors are always dangerous 
and should be spiked securely from both 
sides making the laps as near to door- 
posts as possible. 

All grain doors should be sufficiently 
long and where door posts are weak the 
doors should extend about a foot beyond 
the opening. 

Grain doors made of boards should 
be securely battened from top to bottom 
in center and both ends. 

Battens on outside of grain doors 
should be lapped well down and securely 
nailed to the bottom board. 

When warped lumber is used for 
grain doors and when nails or spikes 
prevent grain door boards from fitting 
closely, use bagging to fill in between 
door posts and warped surface. 

Fasten end doors with a cleat when 
there is no other way. Have end win- 
dows boarded up leaving no cracks for 
erain to work through. A good plan is 
to cover them over with cheese cloth or 
old bagging. 

After loading a car with bulk grain al- 
ways examine sheathing carefully by 
tapping with a mallet—make the car grain 


tight. 
Bulk heads should be battened and 
securely braced at center to floor, also 


brace well at ends with 2x4 pieces to 
sides. Never build bulk head in center 
of car so that it will touch any part of 
grain door. 

Always cleat cars when seals are tacked 
on or when they cannot be properly ap- 
plied. 

It is very necessary to have your own 


_seals, numbered consecutively, as it will 


identify the car with your loading point 
besides showing proper care on your 
part. 

Apply seals so that door 
opened without breaking. 

“An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” Cultivate carefulness in 
all that pertains to loading your cars and 
you will find it a good investment,

SHORT TERM POLICIES | 
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Report of Committee on Demur- 
rage. 


The report of the demurrage commit- 
tee of the Grain Dealers National Ass’ 
was not read at the annual meeting, It 
follows: 


There have been no special matters re- 
ferred to your Committee on Demurrage 
during the year and no specific action — 
been taken. 

The question of whether demurrage is 
purely a local matter, and under the juris- 
diction of the State authorities or whether 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
jurisdiction over demurrage on shipments 
that have been, or may become Interstate 
Commerce, is the first important question 
to be settled, and which if settled in favor 
of State authorities will avoid having two 
sets of car service rules in effect at the 
same point, as is now .the case in Ohio 
and several of the other states, greatly to 
the annoyance of receivers, shippers and 
carriers. Quite a number of the State 
Railroad Commissions, after thorough con- 
sideration of the matter, have arrived at 
the conclusion that they had full jurisdic- 
tion over all demurrage matters whether 
the shipments in themselves were State or 
Interstate. 

The Kentucky Commission in. an. elab- 
orate and apparently well grounded argu- 
ment and conclusion issued in pamphlet 
form, March 2, 1910, takes this position very 
decidedly, but avoid a controversy with the 
carriers by adopting the so called uniform 
rules already put in force by the railroads 
of the State. They cite numerous authori- 
ties and decisions which seem to conclu- 
sively support them in their position. Any 
one particularly interested in this feature 
of the demurrage question should write the 
Commission and obtain a copy of this 
pamphlet. 

The Ohio laws were so amended last 
winter that the Railroad Commission of 
that State is now presumed to have juris- 
diction over all demurrage matters within 
that State, and proceedings have been 
ecmmenced before the Commission by the 
Ohio Shippers Association asking that the 
two sets of car service rules now being 
used be set aside and that only one set of 
rules shall hereafter be enforced in the 
State and that they shall be the rules 
adopted and promulgated by the Ohio Rail- 
road Commission. This proceeding it is 
expected will be carried into the courts in 
such a way as to settle directly the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction. 

Until this question is definitely settled 
we cannot know what may be done. 

It is quite evident that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission itself does not be- 
lieve it has jurisdiction in these matters, 
although by some of its acts it assumes to 
haye; however, it tactfully avoids any con- 
troversy that might lead to an adjudica- 
tion of the matter in the courts. 

There was apparently no attempt to 
cover this point in the amendment of the 
Railroad law by the last Congress, but the 
best legal advice I can get is that it did 
not -sueceed, because Congress has no 
power or control over a purely local 
matter.
